Average annual flood damage along the 
river is estimated to be in excess of 10 
million dollars.

Failure of poorly con- 
structed levees catch many people off guard 
and can prove disastrous to life and property. 


The Commission 


Created in July, 1971 by the State of 
Indiana, the Little Calumet River Basin 
Commission has been charged with the 
responsibility of coordinating the develop- 
ment of over 240 square miles of the 
Little Calumet River Basin in Indiana. 


In fulfilling this responsibility, the Com- 
mission works in cooperation with the 
Lake-Porter County Regional Transportation 
and Planning Commission and the Indiana 
Department of Natural Resources. 


Membership is composed of representatives 
from Lake and Porter Counties and the 
communities of Cedar Lake, Crown Point, 
Dyer, East Gary, Gary, Griffith, Hammond, 
Highland, Hobart, Merrillville, Munster, 
New Chicago, Ogden Dunes, Portage, Scher- 
erville and St. John
